ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

THE performances at this Theatre yesterday evening attracted the most 
crowded house of the season; they consisted of the Drama of The Wit- 
ness, The Illustrious Stranger, The Water Witches, and Uncle Rip. 
There was very considerable applause throughout the evening, and the 
same pieces will be repeated to-night and to-morrow. 

Rossini’s Stabet Mater.—It would seem that this extraordinary work 
of the greatest living composer of Italian music, is destined, through all 
the stages of its performance, to create a greater amount of ‘sensation’ 
than any other production within the range of his genius. Begun in the 
first instance under peculiar auspices, imagined for a sacred purpose, and 
conceived in the fervent spirit of religious inspiration—composed to appeal 
to the pride and pomp, and glory of ancient Spain, through the influence 
of one of her grandees, who was supposed to combine piety with power, 
and virtue with political and religious strength—this glorious effort of 





- Rossini’s muse seems to have awakened more jealousy, curiosity, and liti- 


gation, than is compatible either with the grandeur of its subject, or the 
sacred spirit of its design. After being the rage in Paris, not only in the 
‘ sphere musical,’ but in the courts of law and appeal—after waking the 
energies of French eloquence, &c. we find it at last on the eve of com- 


pleting its renown in England, under the roof of her Majesty’s Theatre, . 


where it is likely to achieve more triumph, and be illustrated with greater 
effect, than in any of the capitals of Europe, wherein it has hitherto been 
produced. 

All the vocal eloquence which Lablache, Rubini, Ronconi, Persiani, 
Frezzolini, and the direction of Costa can evoke will be concentrated for 
eliciting the full greatness of the work. Many of its best critics of the 
Continent have compared the fine odes, madrigals, and concerted pieces 
of the Stabat Mater to the magnificent choral glories of Handel’s music ; 
but whether such comparisons are strictly admissible or not, it is clear 
that only within a large arena, and under the support of a splendid body 
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of voices, can the Stabat Mater hope in pe¥ormanre to achieve anything 
like the purpose for which it was designed. Lablache, who is marvellous 
in sacred music, and who refused the part allotted to him in Paris, has 
consented to accept it here, and Rubini is the other great acquisition to 
the work. ‘All the musical arrangements are upon a scale of great com- 
pleteness, and the authenticity of the score is, we hear, beyond dispute. 
Wednesday morning, the 6th of July, is appointed for the first production 
of this sacred chef’ deuvre.

Wednesday, call at 21, Old Bond Street. to hear the extraordinary novelty, 
The Rock Harmonicon, which produces tones of the richest and sweet st harmony, 
wholly produced from fragments found among the Rocks of the majestic Skiddaw, 
in Cumberland. It extends to a compass of five octaves and a half, accompanied 
with all the additional semitones. This extraordinary instrument is the invention 
of Mr. Joseph Richardson, and his three sons perform on it, daily, from 10 o’clock 
until Dusk. The variety of tunes they execute are really endless. 

Afterwards visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exciusively Chinese, comprising‘ upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestie 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection.
